Soia | 
reulptuge, psripring and literature it is easy to 
eislipguish a ebaste from an offensive work. 
‘tine seuse of Shame, being the result of the 
reutiment of nudits, will always apyear when 
the atier sentiment is not counterbalanced by 
sompe otber, wouen the conven:)0n0 of modesty Is 
not canceled bv some other convention. We 
iust always seek the intention of tne artist, 
sndit will be found that if in bis stuav of the 
nude he has sought the realization of some 
«sibetic conception, if he has soughbtto re- 
produce beauty, bis intention covers his work 
as With a veil, and prevents us from seeing 
the nudity of it.

A Young Man Claims to Be a Bro- 
ther to Baber’s Dead Mistress. 


An Affidavit ‘that Throws Some Light 
on the Subject. 


The Republican of this morning has a story. 


about a young man who asserts that heisa 
brother of Lizzie Schuendler, for whose mur- 
der Thaddeus Baber was last week convicted 
in the Crimina!

We stayed with her about a week 
and a balf, at the expiration of which time I 
was sent to the farm of some relatives in Indi- 
ama and she was adopted by arneichbor, whose 
nsme at that time [ now forget, but 
who was subsequently knewa as 
Mrs. Schuendler. 1 stayed in Indiana 
alongtime, but none of my relatives there 
ever told mel had asister. My first know- 
ledge of the fact was darived from my broth- 
er, Who is fifteen years older than I. Some 
years ago he came to this city from Cincinna- 
ti, where he he is engaged in business, and 
mstituted a search for our sister. Helearned 
that a woman answering to the description of 
sister’s adopted mother had lived in Alton 
some time, and bad come from there to this 
city, bringing with her alittle girl, whom she 
afterwards placed in a convent.’’

time Alps. The proclamation of this fact 
eynieaily stares in the face al! who enter the 
Casino. The local authorities will not have 
any of their own neighbors ruined. Let for- 
eigners, or even Frencomen of otber de- 
partments, care for themselves. In face 
of this sentiment the administration 
find it politic to propitiate the local uuthbori- 
ties and the people,who, if they were aroused 
to afeeling of honest indiguation at what 
day passes beneath tbeir notice, mixht 
sweep the pestilence out of their midst.

Following will be found an almost 


complete compendium of the current 
year’s work in the lumber __ trade 
of St. Louis, an interest that carries 
a capital of nearly $20,000,000, and in it will 
be found the only report ofthe kind ever is- 
sued bya Western newspaper. The largest 
firm in St. Louis, or, in fact,in the country, 
is the Knapp, Stout & Co. Company,who have 
a cash capital of $2,000,000, and who carry in 
stock continuallv neariv 30,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber.Their receipts this year in raft must have 
been near 45,000,000 feet, which is, according 
to estimate at current prices, worth over 
$700,000.

During this season they have received in raft 
from La Crosse, Wis., 10,000,000 feet costing 
them $250,000, and the contractor was I. J. 
Bucklev. Aside from whbat 1s mentioned the 
company have received 5,000,000 feet of hard- 
wood lumber valued at $50,000. The coim- 
pany for tbe next season have arranged to 
receive fully 7 .000,CO00 feet. 

METHUDY AND MEYERS. 

This company deal entirely on commis: 
sion, and are recognized in this line as being 
the largest .merchants im the West. Their 
entise receipts by raft and rail for the season 
foot up to over 14,000,000, costing fully

Sis- 
ter Mary was ua native of Caire, Illinois, and 
had been for twelve years a member of the 
community.

She aisplayea 
early so much executive ability and 
peculiar fitness for teaching that she was 


placed in charge of the Loretto Academy, at 
Springfield, Missouri, three years ago. She 
came home to St. Louis about a monta ago to 
die among her friends, and finally finished her 
work and passed to her reward surrounded 
by those who had known and loved her lone. 
_ The funeral services were of an especially 
impressive character, and were solemnized 
at balf past nine this morning in the chapel 
of the academy. Long before that time 
friends of the deceased lady had 
begun to gather, and the chapel} 
was quite full when the requiem mass was 
begun. The§black robed nuns filled the 
back part of the apaitment, and the aisle in 
the center was blooked up by the casket nold- 
ing ail that was mortal of the dead lady. She 
was dressed in the plain, gloomy habit of the 
érder, her waxen hands crossed upon her 
breast, holding a crucifix and a piece of card- 
board upon which a prayer apparently was 
written. A cascade of natural flowers feil 
over the bands and the foot of the crucitix,and 
relieved the somber effect of the black shroud. 
These tlowers were the gift of her scholars, 
many of whom were present. More floral 
offerings were disposed onthe table at the 
— of the casket beneath a couple of canda- 
2oras, 

‘The solemn high mass of requiem was be- 
gun at 9:50, with Father D. S. Phelan cele- 
brant, Father Talion deacon, Father Hardy 
sub-deacon, Father O’Hanlon master of cere- 
monies. The mass was chanted by Father Me- 
Cabe, Father Power and Father MeLaugntin, 
their rendition of the solemn ‘‘Dies 
irae, dies ilia’’ being especially grand. Dur- 
ing the progress ofthe massa little girl in one 
of the pews near the coflin seemed suddenly 
to note the rigid position of the waxen, trans- 
parent bands of the dead and immediately 
folded’ her own in the same posture. Sie 
vlanced buckward and forward 
between the hands ip the coffin an‘! her own, 
evidently pondering for the tirst time on the 
mystery of Death. Whenthe mass was con- 
cluded a last look Ws taken at 
Sister Mary’s face, and as 
people passed out of chapel 
tre cothin-lid was affirxed. The pail-bearers, 
Messrs. Mullally, Gugerty, Sullivan and Fox, 
brougbt the body tothe waiting hearse, and 
the long ride to Florissant, St. Louis county, 
was begun. At Florissant the Order of Loret- 
to interred their dead, and Sisier Mary joined 
in the grave many side by side with whom she 
bad worked in life.

used by the people in place of small coins does 
not, in the opinion of tbis office, subject the 
company issuing them to the tax on circula- 
tion imposed by Section I! of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1870. 


Unlike the weal tickets issued by | 
the Cagrro and St. Jwuis Railroad Com- | 
pany, concerning which lt wrote you | 
on the 20th ult., the tickets in question do | 
not promise the payment of money; they , 


merely entitle the holder to ride on the cars 
of the company issuing them. And the com- 
pany bas not incurred the taxon cireniation 
if (as would seem to be the case) the use of 
them for circulation by the peopie has been 
contrary to its wish and intention and it is 
umder no legal obligation to redeem them in 
money.

It would not be safe 
to expect much direct benefit to the proprie- 
tors of the yard forthis offer, for the range 
of rewards is ridiculously toolow. Invention 
or improvement in tools or processes, b 
which the business might conceivably be prof- 
ited to the extent of thousands of pounds, 
eabnot be purchased at such rates; and if the 
intent was to adda new encouragement to the 
possibilities of reward through patenting, the 
addition is too slight. Still, as a premium 
upon thinking, the example set is well worth 
copying. lt isalso especially noticeable as 
being in the right direction, to-wit, that of 
impressin upon the workman 
the highty important truth that 
his rise in condition must depend 
upon himself. For the presistent vice in the

Household Expense. 
From the New York Times. 


Household expenses have increased here 
greatly during the last ten or fifteen years, 
mainly from increase of luxury rather than 
from any advance in prices. Persons are not 
satisfied with the kind of houses they had 
then. These are called old-fashioned; they 
se}l at reduced rates and are rented with dffii- 
culty. They have not the improvements and 


| conveniences required to-day; they are often 


regarded as untenantable until they have un- 
dergone expensive alterations. Furniture is 
of a very different and much costlier pattern 
than it used to be, and there is much more of 
it. To build and furnish a dwelling gen- 
teelly demands nearly twice as large 
a sumasitdid from 1865 to 1870. We are 
now in the artistic and and decorative perioa, 
and art apd decoration are very dear. Men 
and women, particularly women, wear more 
and finer clothes than formerly; have more 
desires and pleasures to gratify, more expen- 
sive tastes to consult. We have grown to be 
sybaritic to a degree that we have never been 
before; we need a plethoric purse, a regular 
and liberal income, to live in any manner ele- 
guntly. Householders were wont to estimate 
their rent as nearlv one-third of their annual 
disbursements, Now it is barely one-fifth or 
one-sixth thereof. What wassuperfiuous has 
become essential. Hundreds of things are 
needed to-day which could not be had, which 
did not exist, twelve or fourteen years ago. 


National prosperity has 7 ept pace 
with national extravagance, and most of us 


tend to reckless improvidence. 


A Delicate Heat Measure. 

Professor Dufour, of Paris, hes described 
a small thermometric apparatus of extreme 
sensitiveness. It consists of a bent tube car- 
rying at one end a bulb which is coated ex- 
ternally with lampblack. The middle of the 
tube is filled with mercury, and 13 supported 
by arms pivoted on a steel knife blade. Just 
above the pivot is fixed an index needle, 
which moves across a graduated arc. Be- 
neath the pivot hangs a rod, to which is at- 
tacbed by friction a small weight that serves 
to balance the needle so as to make it point 
to zero on the arc. When the tempera- 
ture rises, be it ever so sligbity, the heat be- 
ing absorbed by the lampblack dilates the 
air in the bulb, and drives the mercurv for- 
ward. The center of gravity of the appara- 
tus being displaced, the needle will immedi- 
atelyturntotheright. If, on the contrary, 
the temperature decreases, the needle wi 
bend to the left. To prevent the instrument 


from tipping over on a sudden and consider- 
able paiones of tomporetans, SE amall pins 
are placed at puints beneath the tube, Hooks 
near the bulb serve to hold substances whose 
diathermic powers it is desired to ascertain.
